Senator Hanna on the Strikr. 


V,"a.shinston. May 2$.—Senator Han- 


na returned to Washington fro:n a 
visit to Philadelphia, whore he went 
to attend a social function, anci not to 
arrange matters connected with th 
coal miners' strike. Senator llanua 
says ho does not believe the organiza- 
tion of the United Mine Workers ia 
the bituminous districts of western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Maryland and Il- 
linois will strike, because they ara 
working unrter contracts which R£VO 
them what is, to a large extent, de- 
manded by the anthracite miners, and 
which the anthracite operators will 
not. agree to. Furthermore the coal 
.produced by these mines, he says, can 
supply the place of the anthracite coal 
only to a limited extent. In the states 
miraed a scale is agreed on every year. 
Eight hours is a day's work. 


Anthracite Situation. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 24.—President 


Mitchell has no information to impart 
upon any phase of the anthracite situ- 
ation. Ha said he had received no 
communication or overtures from any 
one that could in any way be con- 
strued aa bearing on a settlement of 
the difficulty. 
The only information 


received from the operators' side dur- 
itig the last 24 hours was the an- 
nouncement that the receivers of the 
Haddock Coal company, an individual 
concern, had instructed the company's 
superintendent to grant the demands 
of the .engineers, firemen and pump- 
runners, to take effect June 2, the date 
fixed by the union for the inauguration 
of the strike of this class of employes.

Selection of Professors for Tfaeo 


logical Seminariesr-Proceed- 


ings of Gen'l Assembly. 


New York, May 24.—The session o. 


the Presbyterian general assembly 
Saturday morning was given up to the 
reception o? fraternal d~'cgates from 
other denominations. At 2 o'clock the 
commissioners will leave by a. special 
train for Princeton, wl'.cn1 the faculty 
will give them a reception. 


The report of the 
. corn-Mitt ee or, the- 


ological seminaries, roafle by Rev. Dr. 
James F. R-iggs of East Orange. N. J., 
regretted the falling.off in the num- 
ber of theological students, and asked 
for Increased contributions. Appended 
to the report was a resolution in which 
care is advised.in the selection of pro- 
fessors for theological seminaries, in 
view o" the "restless spirit of the 
tises." 
. . 


In this connection the report says: 


"And 
in view of the assaults recently 


made on that which we regard as the 
vital truth as to the nature and in- 
spiration or the Scriptures, and par- 
ticularly in view of the assaults upon, 
the integrity and authority of the Old 
Testament, we do reaffirm the historic 
faith ot the church in the oracles of 
God. 
as the veracious record of Hi? 


dealings with men from the beginning 
of human history. It is cur unshaken 
belief that these sacreu buoits were 
written !>'y holy ta«n of -,'Ai. Tho spoke 
as they were moved by the holy spirit, 
and that thia fact has the solemu wit- 
ness of the apostles, and of tue Lord 
Jesus Christ himself." 


The report ot tho committee on 


church polity was next presented. It 
states that a communication from the 
committee of the General Association 
of the Protestant Episcopal church 
had been received making a request 
for the appointment of a committee of 
conference on marriage and divorce, 
and that overtures on the same sub- 
ject had been received from the Pres- 
byterians of Baltimore and Washing- 
ton. The committee recommended the 
following: 


"Resclved, That in response to the 


fraternal request 01 tiie committee of 
the Protestant Episcopal church, the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church in the-"United States, appoint 
a committee of nine—five 
ministers 


and four elders—to confer with the 
committee of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, and with similar committees 
that may bo Appointed by other 
churches, with a view to securing some 
concerted opinion and action by tue 
churches of America, relative to di- 
vorce and reman-iase.and so to affect 
public opinion that uniform legisla- 
tion may be enacted by the state that 
will conserve the family institution 
and preserve the sanctity of the mar- 
riage bond. 


"Relative to that part of the over- 


tures from the Presbyterians of Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, which ask that 
steps be taken to amend chapter 24, 
section 6, of the confession of faith, 
that the clause 'and such willful de- 
sertion as can in no way be remedied 
by the church or civil magistrate' bo 
stricken out, the committee recom- 
mends no action until the conference 
report Is made. 
' "That this general assembly, -rlew- 
injj ^filh sad apprehension the many 
perils to Tamily life ID our time, the 
growing ease and frequency 61 di- 
vorce, upon grounds trivial and un- 
scriptural, urges upon all. our peoplo 
the promotion of a wider reverence for 
the marriage bond, and requires of all 
our ministers that they instruct their 
people in public and private of the 
sacredness of the niarriago iastitut.ion, 
and that they exercise due diligence 
before the celebration of a marriage 
to ascertain that there exist no im- 
pediments thereto as defined In. our 
confession of faith." 


Th'e resolution was passed. 
Rev. Dr. Marcus A. Brownson, chair- 


niari of-tho special committee oh the 
twentieth century fund, then presented 
his report, Her. Dr. William Henry 
Robert's, stated clerk of the general 
assembly and treasure- of the twen- 
tieth century fund, reported that total 
receipts during the last two years for 
the fund amounted to $7,652,801. In 
Addition to this Dr. Roberta said that 
about 1,000 churches hati paid off their

Vancover, B. C., May 24. — One of 


the most terrible mine disasters in the 
history of tlte frequent accidents in 
British Columbia 
occurred in. the 


Crow's Nest Coal company's mines at 
Ternie, B. C. Over 100 men are either 
dead or imprisoned in the miue, and' 
ittle cope is entertained of rescuing 
any who may yet be alive. The explc- 
,ion took place at 7:30 p. m. The 
management has a list o* 133 men 
who are known to have been in the 
mine-, and there are probably others. 
Of these only 24 are known to be safe. 
It is feared that few. if any, of the re- 
maining 109 are now alive. , 


What caused the explosion has not 


yet been definitely ascertained. Many 
of the miners were ignorant foreigners 
and one or the mine shafts was always 
gaseous. It is reported in Ferine that 
the explosion resulted from the use. 
by a careless Italian, of an open or 
naked lamp. Another theory is that 
a miner struck a match, exploding the 
gas. which was almost always present 
In No. 2 shaft. The true cause bf the 
disaster will probably not be positively 
ascertained, for it is doubtful if any 
man who knoivs will ever reach the 
outer air alive or be able to tell tie 
tale. 


The explosion took pla.ce in No. 2 


shaft Of the mini?, being repeated in a 
Jew seconds in No. ?,, with which, it 
was connected. The 'tw-p' shafts 
in 


which the explosion occurred are sftu- 
ated on Coal creek, aivont six miles 


from Fercie. No. 2 lias always bee* 
considered the more dangerous^ being 
dry, dusty and gaseous. Recently tha 
dangerous; con^'-ijons Tvjsiec had hith- 
erto prevailed in. No. 2 tumte! harf befn. 
greatly modified and improved. New 
fasts wsre installed, furnishing an or- 
csss &f sir -s'ith 40 per cent reserve. 
From all available sources assistance 
is being rushed to the'seeae of tin.;1 
calamity.

Caring For Cattle. 


Th? diagram shows the arrangement 


of a new stable and silo built vnth a 
vievr to convenience in feeding an<l car- 
\ug for cattle-, of which a correspondent 
bus the follovring to say in ibe Ohio 


The stanchions, instead of running 


lenjrtlitvise of the stable, as is the usu- 
al plan, are placed in rov,rs at rijrht an- 
gles across the stable, but leaving- a 
space on one side for a "walk. Ou the 
side of thf! right angles next to the 
walk :sre the stanchions and iaanure 
gutters. On the other side are ;he 
niTUiijers, fvfd 
alleys untl shoots for 


feciling hny ami silage nad feed bins. 
TJntlor the walk is a manure vr.t made 
of matched pine plaak. :iad the gutters 
are so arran.ced that the manure can 
be pushed uiong into the vat without 
lifting it. 


At one end of the vat it is so urning- 


ed that A wagon cati be driven under it 
nrid loaded by hitching & team to a 
scraper made to fit in the vat and draw 
the manure to the end where the wag- 
on stands under- it, "when it drops cUiwn 
into the wagon. By this arrangement 
there is no lifting of the manure to get 
it into the wagon, as .it is pushed 
along the gutters into the rnt and then 
scraped osii by horse power. The ma- 
nure vat is covered with trapdoors 
made of plank and in sections so that 
they can be lifted np. This space orer 
the Tat mnl;cs the aliej whore the 
cows are driven hi the stable. 


The barn Is a three story building, 


with the bays for hay over the stable, 
so the hay ean a!! be pitched down 
the shoots into the feeding alleys. The 
silage cna be pitched out of the silo In- 
to a truck which is ran along the feed- 
ing alleys when feeding the cattle. As 
to economy ot space, with this arrange- 
ment of stanchions about thirty-five 
cows can be kept la a stable 30 by 50 
feet, while wltb the former arrange- 
ment thirty cows were kept in the sta- 
ble. 


A round or tub Kilo -was built on the 


outside of the barn next to the stable,

The foundation and bottom of the silo 
were made of stone and cement. The 
dimensions of the silo are 20 feet 
high and 15 feet in diameter. 
The 


Bills are made of tvvo inch plank, cut 
in short pieces and laid double and 
spiked together, but first cutting: them 
so they will form a circle. The top 
plank was notched every foot to hold 
the end of the studding resting on it. 
1'he studding of 2 by G scantling, 16 
feet long, were spliced by lapping them 
and spiking them together. These were 
set up one. foot apart and the bottom of 
each one securely spiked to the sill and 
held In place by stay lathing them un- 
til the boards were nailed on. 


Hardwood boards three-fourths of 


an inch thick were bent so they could 
be nailed horizontally around the stud- 
ding, then thick buiiuing paper was put 
on, and then another thickness of 
boards Teas put on in the same xray, 
thus double boarding it, with paper be- 
tween the boards. The silo Is so close 
to the barn that it was covered by an 
extension of the barn roof over it and 
in this way attaching the silo to the 
barn. Several openings were made tn 
the side of the silo, with doors on the 
inside fitting tightly over them. A 
shoot from these opt'trings carries the 
ensilage to the stable below.

SCENE OF THE RECENT VOLCANIC 


DISASTER. 


St. Pierre, tfce Modern Pompeii, Wur 


Called tfce rurl« of t&e We*t In- 
die*— Cliarncierl*tic» of the 
ltlB.ts.il 


«.nd It* luIin-bitantH. 
The island of Martinique, -where tiic 


recent disastrous volcanic disturbance 
took place, frith tlie neighborine Island 
of Guadeloupe, forms the last of the 
French pusesssioas In the West In- 
dies. Martinique is about 350 miles 
southeast of Porto Eico. The island's 
greatest length Is forty-three milea aad 
the mean width fifteen miles, 


A cluster of volcanic mountains in 


the north, a similar group .In the south 
and a line of lower heights betw-eeu 
them form the backbone o£ the island, 
which culminates in Mont Pelee, which 
rises 4,450 feet above the level of the 
sea. 


The volcanic origin of Martlnlqae is 


unmistakable. It abounds in warm and 
hot springs, a_nd there are six craters 
Df volcanoes to be found in different 
parts of the island, most o£ them ex- 
tinct. Mont Pelee, however, has occa- 
sionally been active, an eruption occm> 
ring in 1851, and its mutterings have 
always been a source of terror to the 
inhabitants. 


St. Pierre, -which tvas practically ob- 


literated during the recent eruption of 
Mont Pelee, was the principle city of 
the island of Martinique and the largest 
settlement in the French West Indies. 


Fort-de-France, thu capital of the 


Colony, is ten miles south of St. Pierre 
and has a population of about 15,000. 
In 1S39 this city was destroyed by an 
earthquake, but subsequently rebuilt. . 


The city of St. Pierre had a popula- 


tion of 25.000, about twice the popnia- 
tion of Pompeii, wiped out by Vesuvius 
in A. D. 79. It was situated on the 
northwest coast of the island, but a 
few miles from the volcsmo. Lying: on 
the shores of the Caribbean sea, the 
town was divided into two parts by a 
rivulet, over which have been erected 
several handsome bridges. Nittperous 
pnblic buildings, schools, a handsome

theater and many beaatifnl residences 
made it the Paris of the French is- 
lands. 


The volume of business done was in 


sugar, coffee, tobacco and cotton, the 
products of the islitnd of Martinique, 
which covers ati area of SSO square 
miles. On the whole island, and espe- 
cially in St. Pierre, the population is 
dense, composed largely of negroes raid 
mulattoes. Instead of the old Carib- 
bean race Martinique possesses a poira- 
latlon that is varied in color, and a 
mingling of races is found there such 
ss is met in no other part of the West 
Indies. 


Quaint customs prevailed in the now 


vanished city. When a child was lost, 
the town, crier went .".broad ringing ;i 
bell aad calling attention to the fact 
When the streets became dusty, he 
rang his bel! and cried, "Arrosez" 
(sprinkle the street), a command that 
if neglected involved a tine. The dust 
of Pelee now lies deep on the ruined 
town, bnt the voice of the bellman is 
silent. Few tre left of its ouce busy 
thousands. 


St Pierre was -well paved, pictur- 


esque and beautiful. It had always 
been lively and commercially active. It 
had a wonderfnl supply of good water. 
Coming from the mountains, the water 
ran down the streets in mtniatnre riv- 
ers—sometimes in an open gutter in the 
middle of the street, sometimes in a 
smaller gutter on each side. This open 
water was entirely for cooling and 
cleansing purposes. The drinking wa- 
ter ran ia pipes, and at short Intervals 
ia the streets were drinking fountains. 
The botanical garden in St Fierra was 
pronounced one of the most beautiful 
in the world. Close to the garden were 
the old dueling grounds, where hun- 
dreds of names were carved on stone 
of those who fell on the "field of hon- 
or." 


It wns in Martinique that. Josephine, 


empress of the French, was born, and 
the people are very proud of that fact 
tVhen Josephine was poor and separat- 
ed from hor husband, Napoleon Bona- 
parte, she returned to Martinique and 
spent several years there. The people 
of St Pierre, where she lived, erected 
a beautiful monument to her memory. 


Lost year Martinique was visited by 


a terrible hurricane which -wrought de- 
struction throughout the West Indies, 
and several hundred lives were lost. 
Several times during the last century 
it,has snfTered ttgia earthquakes and 
•eftlcac'o eruptions, but this last awful 
disaster is without parallel in the 
world's history..^
